Methodist Hospital recertified 
for Emergency Heart Care 


As a result of ongoing 
compliance with quality 
care standards, Methodist 
Hospital, Arcadia was 
recertified for the Emer¬ 
gency Heart Care (EHC) 
Program for 1991-92, 
the Americn Health 
Association/Greater Los 
Angeles Affiliate 
announced. 

Methodist Hospital is 
one of 80 hospitals and 
medical centers in Los 
Angeles County with 
emergency rooms and 
coronary care units to be 
surveyed this year. All 


recertified facilities will 
receive wall plaques 
marking them as facilities 
providing immediate 
high-quality care to 
persons suffering chest 
pains and heart attacks. 

To qualify for the 
certification, participating 
hospitals met rigorous 
standards based on 
emergency room and 
coronary care unit 
policies and procedures. 
Volunteer members of 
the EHC Committee, 
which includes emergency 
medicine physicians, 


caiuioiogists, nurses 
and other healthcare 
professionals, conducted 
on-site investigations 
which lasted up to three 
hours. Hospitals in the 
program are located 
throughout Los Angeles 
County as well as the 
San Gabiiel and Antelope 
valleys. 

‘‘It was the group 
effort between the 
doctors, nurses, and staff 
that allowed us to meet 
these standards,” said 
Rick Hayne, RN, Nurse 
Manager for Methodist’s 


Emergency Department. 
“We have a great team!”

Suspected DUI driver fails jog at Michillinda 


Alyshia Clawson, a Sierra Madre resident and 
senior at Pasadena High School, is one of four 
first place winners in the Bank of America Achieve¬ 
ment Award competition. 

She received $2000 as a winner in the regional 
event held Apr. 23 at the Ontario Airport Hilton. 

Dave Klinger, senior vice president of Bank of 
America, presented the awards at a luncheon 
following a morning of competion for the 32 
finalists, who were selected from more than 3200 
students from around California. 

Each finalist prepared a written response to 
a topic question (in Clawson’s case the topic was 
liberal arts), presented it to a judging panel of 


business and community leaders and responded to 
questions on the topic from fellow competitors 
and the judges. 

The students were judged on the basis of their 
written and oral response to the topic question 
and on their performance in the roundtable 
discussion. 

Three Pasadena residents earned $500 as 
runners-up in the competition.

Spring Clean-Up, May 4 

Saturday, May 4, is scheduled for the 
annual Spring Clean-Up Day in Sierra Madre 
when residents only are urged to bring their 
non-commercial refuse to the city yards. 

Collection will occur from 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
at the yards, located north of the community 
recreation center at 621 E. Sierra Madre Blvd. 

No liquids, paint, oil or other toxic 
materials will be accepted and residents must 
be willing to show their drivers’ licenses 
to make sure they are from Sierra Madr. 

This is a once-a-year project in cooperation 
with Western Waste Industries, Inc., the city’s 
disposal company. Western Waste provides 
a day of free disposal service to the community. 

Toxic materials should be retained by 
residents until the next toxic waste collection 
day is conducted by the county of Los 
Angeles. The Los Angeles County Sanitation 
Districts and city of Sierra Madre will announce 
the dates when they are revealed. 
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Parents reminded 
of need for child 
immunization 

To remind parents of the immuniza¬ 
tions needed in a child’s second year of 
life. May has been proclaimed as 
Toddler Immunization Month through¬ 
out California. The Los Angeles County 
Department of Health Services is 
encouraging parents of children bom 
in 1989 to check their medical records 
and determine whether they are due 
or overdue for immunizations. 

Before their first birthday, childrn 
should have had three diphtheria, 
tetanus, and pertussis or whooping 
cough (DTP) shots, two polio shots, 
and at least two Hib meningitis shots. 
Routine toddler immunizations in Los 
Angeles County include the MMR shot 
which protects against measles, mumps 
and rubella; the Hib meningitis shot; 
and polio and DTP boosters. 

A survey conducted earlier revealed 
that on the average, Los Angeles 
toddlers are six to 12 months overdue 
in receiving the immunizations required 
in their second year. Many children are 
found to be vulnerable to childhood 
diseases long after they should be 
protected. In fact, some children miss 
the immunizations required until they 
enter school three years later. 

Parents of those children who are 
due or overdue for immunizations 
should call their doctor or local county 
health center (listed in the white pages 
“Government Offices” section of the 
telephone directory) to schedule an 
immunization visit or call (213) 250-8055 
for further information.

People coming into lotto sales locations, 
plunking down one or two thousand, and 
returning for their fistful of quick-picks was 
common. If that was all there was, we’d 
smirk and pass it off as fun for the well-heeled. 
No, they were the lamentable high-roller 
dreamers. The other dreamers got my 
attention. 


In these lines, you’d see people clutching 
two crumpled dollar bills...waiting for twenty 
minutes to play two crummy bucks. Multiply 
that by hundreds of thousands and you’ll 
see what I’m driving at. I don’t care how 
they color it, this damn lotto thing is blissful 
pie in the sky (that’s not what I put down 
originally...this is a paper). The poor guy 
I saw with the two dollars was lucky. That’s 
all he could waste. Unfortunately, too many 
others don’t have a whole lot of control, 
and they spend inordinate amounts on lotto, 
particularly when they tout the large jackpots. 
What usually happens is ten or fifteen people 
win it, share the prize money, and things are 
about the same as you could expect from 
a regular lotto pot. I don’t think I have to 
draw pictures about how many children, spouses 
and others suffer from this.

“big buck” players lose. The guy with the 
$45,000, the guys with the fistsful of tickets 
across the state go down in flames and we’re 
happy. We love to see the poor Joe from 
Kokomo...who doesn’t have a bucket or a 
window...we love to see them win. Yeah, but 
one jelly-belly in a bowl full of raisins doesn’t 
hack it. I did buy some tickets, and I 
am...what?...embarassed, yeah, and I feel a 
little diminished by it.

Since the question of controlled growth 
is bound to become more of an issue here 
sometime in the future, 1 went to Pasadena 
seeking answers. Actually, I went to a break¬ 
fast meeting. Some of you may be aware 
that in March of 1989, the City of Pasadena 
imposed residential and non-residential 
ceilings...they call them caps, on development. 

In response a coalition of community groups 
and individuals filed suite to remove the 
effects of the Proposition 2 Initiative. As a 
result, the University of Southern California 
Planning Institute prepared an analysis titled, 
“The Regional and Racial Impacts of Growth 
Controls: Analysis of The Pasadena Proposition 
2 Initiative of 1989.” 

Several of the findings are interesting, 
surprising and most importantly, directly 
impact on Sierra Madre’s economic 
development future.

It’s interesting to know almost no formal 
analysis of growth caps has previously been 
done. That means the findings of the study 
will be subjected to harsh evaluation as to its 
validity. The Institute believes the study 
methodology and execution will stand the 
harsh light of review and perhaps become 
a landmark study. Who am 1 to argue with 

use? 

Surprising was the purported fact that 
while residential growth caps could deprive 
City residents of up to 3093 housing units, 
and a potential direct loss of $34.2 million 
in “economic output”...dollars that would 
have been spent had the units been built, 
an additional $16.2 - $34.2 million of economic 
output would be lost because of reduced 
mortgage payments, rent, insurance premia and 
property taxes. 

But the more surprising projection is 
that the non-residential cap will generate lost 
economic output in a range from $1,181 
billion and $2,735 billion a year by 1999. 
Hey, that is a bunch of money. Put another 
way, there may be up to 14,777 jobs lost 
to Pasadena in the next 9 years. So, why 
is that important to Sierra Madre? Because the 
study also concludes that surrounding 
communities in the West San Gabriel Valley 
lose up to 1664 jobs. 

In case you happened to be a proponent 
of Prop 2, the above figures do generally 
reflect a ‘‘worse case scenario.” The really 
important implication is the significant 
economic linkage among communities in the 
West San Gabriel Valley. Which simply 
underscores the complex decision making 
Sierra Madre faces to remain independent 
and economically strong. Even if the studies 
assertions are only 25 percent accurate, the 
impact of Pasadena’s Proposition 2 growth 
caps initiative is likely to be severe in our 
mountain village.

The Great Gatsby by F. Scott Fitzgerald 
is a literary classic, and because it is so famous, 
I thought 1 must have read it. 1 was ready 
to discuss it with a high school class that I 
visited, but as I began to read it again it I 
realized I had never read it a first time. I had 
known it only by reputation and rumor, 
not by its fascinating rhythms and reality. I 
could remember fact and fictions about the 
author’s life because, for me, the writers of 
the 1920s were the superstars and idols of 
my own literary star-struck “20s”. I had 
confused Fitzgerald’s biography with Jay 
Gatsby, and yet there are so many similarities, 
that in a sense, to do so is to know, in part, 
the novel and its themes. 

The high schoolers and the critics informed 
me that The Great Gatsby was Fitzgerald’s 
first and major success and that he never again 
quite equaled or excelled its favor. It seemed, 
especially to Fitzgerald himself, that he never 
lived up to the amazing promise that was 
expected to blossom. 

How cruel are the critics, how demanding 
the gods of fame, I thought as I read Gatsby. 
It should be enough to tell one story with all 
your heart, mind and craft, which, I think, is 
what Fitzgerald did and awesomely well. It 
shows him off to be one of our American 
writers, who was able to transform American 
English into one of the Romance Languages. 


His style is so flowing and fertile that it reads 
like poetry. 

And he did write besides The Great Gatsby, 
numerous short stories published widely in 
magazines with clout in his day, four novels, 
and finally had a career in screenwriting, 
which his sense of scene, characterization, and 
movement suited him to, whether or not it 
tainted his image as the serious young writer 
in those days. All of this by the time of his 
death at 44. 

It seems that in Gatsby, Fitzgerald attempted 
to write an epitaph for the American Dream. 
For that purpose the story, in this era of 
Dances with Wolves Americana, seems a bit 
dated, limited. However, the first rule of 
writing is “write what you know,” and from 
that perspective, Fitzgerald’s vision is whole 
and complete. The lives of the rich and famous, 
life in the fast lane colliding with its victims, 
and never staying around for KP, has been 
and is the same yesterday, today, and etcetera. 
Fitzgerald was an American of a certain 
time, a certain neighborhood, a certain type. 
In portraying that region in the geography 
of the soul, Fitzgerald was totally true, accurate, 
and honest. It has been those cardinal virtues, 
plus his extraordinary voice, his way with 
words, that places his novel into the hands 
of high shcool students 70 years “after his 
time,” and in if they can recognize his world 
as their own.

Conducting business in ’90s means change Progress Of RuSSell bills told

More than two decades 
ago Alvin Toffler warned 
about future shock 
brought on by super 
rapid advances and 
changes in technology 
without any adjustment 
for the human element. 
Some say Toffler’s hand 
wringing admonitions 
actually helped to soften 
the “shock,” making the 
technological age more 
paletable for many 
individuals as well as 
small businesses. 

Today’s owners of 
small businesses and 
professional services in 
Sierra Madre should be 
preparing for the 
“shocks” that will 
affect their firms in the 


’90s and well into the 
new century. Perhaps 
while not as profound 
as Toffler’s technological 
predictions, these changes 
will have a difinite impact 
on the way business is 
conducted here in the 
future. 

The most notable 
change in the marketplace 
of the ’90s will be 
increases in the elderly 
and non-white populations 
coupled with a decline 
in the percentage of 
younger individuals. 
As the population growth 
rate slows, demand for 
products and services 
will depend more on 
increases in individual 
income which tends to 
rise as people mature. 
With income on the rise 
will come more emphasis 
on value rather than on

the latest trend. In other 
words, as the population 
matures it is more 
interested in quality 
than fads; performance 
rather than brand names. 

The good news for 
Sierra Madre businesses 
is that the increased role 
of individual wealth 
means the demand for 
income-sensitive goods 
will rise more rapidly 
than in the past. For 
example, local restaurants, 
travel agents and other 
tourism-based businesses, 
and retailers of high- 
quality consumer goods, 
will see demand for their 
products increase. 

In the ’90s more small 
businesses and pro¬ 
fessional services firms 
will rely on direct mail, 
specialty magazine 
advertising and increased 
trade show attendance to 
target their customers. 

Creativity and flexi¬ 
bility will be the key 
ingredients to the success 
of small firms in this 
century’s last decade. 
For example, one of the 
advantages of being a 
“small” business is 
enjoying the flexibility to 
manage change. Small 
businesses may react 
immediately to the 
changing needs of the 
marketplace quicker 
than their larger 
competitors. 

Moreover, small 
businesses and pro¬ 


fessional firms will have 
to continue to improve 
their management skills 
to remain competitve. 
This is especially true 
with so many un¬ 
controllable changes 
occuring. Small busine¬ 
sses, for example, will 
need to increase their 
investments in effective 
advanced technology. 
This technology will 
allow small firms to 
enjoy production effi¬ 
ciencies which, until 
recently, have been the 
providence of larger 
firms. 

Many small firms 
will need to take 
advantage of powerful 
and inexpensive com¬ 
puters to plan, schedule 
and take extensive inven¬ 
tory and for process- 
control. This technology 
can integrate several 
tasks, such as ordering 
materials and tracking 
goods-in-process, produc¬ 
ing and tracking bills, 
creating shipping docu¬ 
ments, and providing 
analytical or progress 
reports. 

While many of Alvin 
Toffler’s technological 
predictions have come 
true over the past 23 
years, larger companies 
have learned to harness 
technology to their 
advantage. In the ’90s, 
it will be up to small 
businesses to do the same 
if they are to survive 
into the next century. 


Senator Newton R. 
Russell (R-Glendale), 
recently saw two of his 
bills unanimously pass 
out of committees. 

SB 127 allows certain 
Medi-Cal beneficiaries 
suffering from a serious 
mental disorder to try 
new investigative drugs 
and treatment procedures. 
It passed out of the 
Senate Health and 
Human Services Com¬ 
mittee by a vote of 6-0. 

According to Russell, 
‘‘An estimated 15 percent 
to 30 percent of adults 
suffering from a serious 
mental disorder, such as 


schizophrenia, are also 
treatment-resistant and 
do not respond to any 
currently available treat¬ 
ments. Because of their 
illness, many of these 
people are on Medi-Cal, 
and are eligible for drug 
treatment and hospitali¬ 
zation. In most cases, 
these people are receiving 
an approved drug that 
isn’t helping them, 
along with their necessary 
hospitalization.” 

But when these 
patients want to try a 
drug that is not Medi-Cal 
approved, even drugs 
that are free, payment 


for these same hospital 
services is denied. “It 
doesn’t make sense that 
Medi-Cal pays for 
hospitalization for a drug 
that doesn’t work, yet 
refuses to pay for these 
same services with an 
investigative drug that 
might work. Investigative 
drugs, may be the last 
hope for these treatment- 
resistant patients,” 
argued Russell. 

Also receiving a

Un¬ 
fortunately, there is no 
penalty for possession of 
that hoax bomb. SB384 
will make possession of 
a hoax bomb with intent 
to cause another to think 
that is is a real bomb, 
a crime punishable as 
a misdemeanor or felony, 
depending on the cir¬ 
cumstances surrounding 
the violation.

It is no wonder that 
the law courts have 
inspired so many good 
plays. All the elements 
of that popular dramatic 
form, the melodrama, 
are automatically present: 
the confrontation of Vice 
and Virtue, the sensational 
action (discussed at 
least), the good guys and 
the bad guys, all care¬ 
fully explained to you 
as jury. The lawyers ask 
all your questions for 
you, the story is presented 
in suspenseful piecemeal, 
and the audience becomes 
truly involved in the 
action. Think of such 
sure-fire scripts as 
“Inherit the Wind,” 
“The Caine Mutiny 
Courtmartial” and 
dozens of others.
